An authority who attended yes­ 
terday’s block-buster .Hesston said 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov had 
refused any plan which would give 
the western powers the right to take 
an active hand in the Balkans. In 
short, the Balkans are Russia’s pre­ 
serve—no trespassing allowed. This 
confirmed a trend which long has 
been clear, and we now can draw 
a fairly conclusive m ap of zones of 
influence. 
The present high-w ater mark of 
the Fled tide in the heart of Europe 
lies well inside Germany, near Pol­ 
and’s new western frontier. It runs 
southward 
from 
Berlin 
to

Czechoslovak border, then bulges out 
to the west to include th a t country 
and Austria, behind which lie Poland 
and Hungary. This vast central zone 
is flanked on the north by the Rus­ 
sian dominated Baltic states and on 
the south by the Balkans, barring 
for the present Greece and Turkey, 
which have been in the British zone 
of influence 
Involves 12 C ountries 
That makes a total of some twelve 
countries of eastern 
and central 
Europe which very definitely are 
within the Russian sphere. 
Of course th a t isn t the whole pic­ 
ture. Moscow has Indicated its in ­ 
tention of assuming the part of a 
m ajor power in the M editerranean. 
Italian colonies. The Soviet Union 
also is safeguarding its interests in 
the Baltic. 
Beyond this there are potentialities 
which one cannot assess now. There 
are strong leftist tendencies in west­ 
ern Europe. How much further Mos­ 
cow’s influence m ight extend to­ 
wards the English channel depends 
on political developments In coun­ 
tries like France and Belgium, where 
the Communist parties are making 
an ail-out drive for power.

Gladiolus corms should be dug 
after the tops m ature or approx ­ 
imately six weeks after each v ari­ 
ety ceases to bloom 
First, cut the 
dead tops back to within two indies 
of the ground and then lift the 
corms carefully 
w ith a 
spading 
fork or other suitable tool to avoid 
Injuries 
Shake 
off 
surplus 
soil 
and spread the corm s on a table 
or workbench in a shed or airy 
rtxin to dry for two weeks. Clean
